An appropriation of such a largf 
sunt for development of ntivnl stations 
on the raclflc const nnd In the Ha- 
waiian Islands has not gone unnoticed. 
Li discussing these appropriations sen- 
ators wer» very frank In saying that 
the Pacific const needs naval defense 
more tbnn the Atlantic const at this 
time. Attention was culled to the fact 
that under the new nnvnl policy the 
government's naval fleet Is divided, 
that Is to say one-half of It from now 
on Is tn he maintained In the Atluntlr 
ocean nnd one-half In the I'uclflc oceun. 
It Is highly Important, so the niivul ex- 
perts say. tl.ttt the nnvnl aviation sys- 
tem o:t the west coast be strengthened 
as ranldly us possible. 

The naval bill ns u whole Is progres- 
sl\e In spirit. It Is based on the prin- 
ciple that the nnvy Is now and alwnys 
will be the country's first line of de- 
fense. The bill as It passed the house 
appropriated $425.28»,574. The sen- 
ate added to thut amount $40.0U0.(»UU. 
The estimates submitted In November 
Inst yetir by the nnvy department for 
the support of the entire nnval estab- 
lishment for the next fiscal year to- 
talled $573.131.2M. So It will be seen 
that congress, while It has made mosl 
liberal appropriations for every brauch 
of the navy, has kept the total amount 
considerably lower than the estlmutes. 

A new feature of the bill Is a pro- 
vision authorizing Ite secretary of the 
navy In his discretion to estubltsh at 
euch of the permanent naval training 
slutlons summer schools for boys be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and twenty 
years lie secretary Is also authorized 
to lend i lie necessary naval uniforms 
durlug the training and to furnish sub- 
alstence, medical attendants a.-ffl other 
necessary Incidental expenses for 
those attending these schools. For the 
paiposs of enrrying out this plun 
$870,000 Is appropriated. 

The tiuvnl oltlcluls represented to 
congress thut It Is pruetieiilly luipos 
slble to g. t recruits for the navy un- 
less an opportunity Is afforded to edu- 
cate boys who have :iu\al proclivities. 
Coder the legislation agreed oti ubout 
o.OOU boys a yeur can be culled inU 
the navul service. They will go Intc 
t*iese school* and receive Instruction, 
and they will be enrolled lu the naval 
reserve force. 

Help for Disabled Men.

Frequently the federal honnl refer*

Led Cross learned of the names of 1?

••nil board hail, but for whom no ad- 
dresses were given. From the tnedi 
.ill reimrts the Led (Toss obtained 
the mimes of the places where the 
men hnd Iw-cn discharged, wrote to 
the Led Cross field directors In the 
various camps and, conss-quontly, ob- 
tained the addresses. As n result thf. 
men nrc now in training. It would 
be difficult to recount nil of the 
friendly forms of service extended bj 
the Led Cross to the nu n. 

Establishes Clubs for the Men. 
An es|ieclnlly valuable form of Red 
Cross aid to the men who have en- 
tered training is that given in estab- 
lishing clubs In places where they ars 
not adequately provided for In the col- 
lege dormitories. This has been 
ed out effectively In Buffalo 
Hrooklyn. New York. In 
where there nr* some one hi] 
and twenty five men In training at 
the Itliode Island school of design and 
at a business college, the Led Cross 
working in conjunction with ths 
school [K-nple, Instituted a plan pro 
vldlng for the adaptation of the serv- 
ice men's club to meet the needs ol 
the sltuutlon. 

It nppenrs now thnt the vocational 
training for maimed soldiers will gt 
on for n good many years. Thnt muck 
good Is coming out of this training II 
admlttisl by all who are acquainted 
with whnt Is being done. 

Effort to Stop Lynching*. 
Iks Judiciary committee of the 
house of representatives lu advo- 
cating the passage of nntl-lynch- 
ing leglslutlou sets out facts and 
hgures which show tbut the lynching 
lo oi.i in the United Stutes Is a hu- 
miliating one. It Is shown, for In 
si. iioe. that congress bus upproprlat 
ed and (he government bus puid t« 
other governments $71U,4UU.;<it to com 
pcnsule I lie murder by lynching ol 
aliens by American mobs, aud that 
there ure now pending with the de 
purtment of stule unadjusted clulnu 
to a large umoutit for similar murders 
of Austriuns, Greeks, Japanese ant! 
Italians. Fvery diplomatic lettel 
sent by the stute department to an- 
other nutlon with regard to these 
claims bus stated thut the federal 
government is Impotent to protect 
strangers within the borders of the 
United States, aud seeks to lay the 
blame on the stute governments. Ev- 
ery such letter admits the derelietloij 
of congress lu uot enforcing the guar 
unties of the

eu by mobs. 

The bill favorably reported seeks (1) 
to preveut lynching us fur us possi- 
ble; (2) to punish the crime of lynch- 
ing; and (3) to compel the communi- 
ty In which the crime Is committed tc 
make such compensation us is posa|. 
hie. It Is proposed to exact from the 
county lu which a person Is lyticlied s 
petiulty of $1o,isni, recoverable lu an 
action to be brought by the district 
attorney lu the name of the United 
States for the use of the dependent 
fumlly, If nny. and If there lie no de- 
pendent family for the use of the 
United Statea. 

T>e Judiciary committee believes 
that such u petiulty would make It to 
the Interest of every tax payer of a 
county to do his share toward prevent- 
ing a lynching; and the committee 
says thut us to foreigners lynched, II 
Is certainly fulrer that 
whose uoo-euforcement of the

dence hall were torn out and In their 
places were constructed city and coun- 
ty buildings which almoat transformed 
the place beyond recognition, and even 
visitors paid but scant courtesy to the 
business-looking building that had cra- 
dled the Infancy of the nation. 

It la true that oh the anniversary of 
the great day some kind of exercises 
always were held there, but except

American rural nnd village life Is 
npe-rb-nclng a new era of nelfbl.i.r- 
llneaa. It Im-chii a score of yenm ago. 
but Weals, ad rta gn-nt.-at hmatW dur- 
ing anil mm tl e war. Woll-hmiM'il 
rural clubs — annit-thlug almost unheard 
of a few years ngti — ure springing up 
all over the country. Because the.v 
menn so much to their nelglil».rliii"ils. 
and because tlila nelghbi>rhtM>l move- 
ment contains so much of promise for 
the MAmffX) Americans who live In 
the country nr In village* nf leas thnn 
i.SOO, the United Stntos department of 
agriculture ha* sent representative* 
to lean) ttrst-band the history of near- 
ly 800 of these clubhouse*. The re- 
sult* of this Investigation hnve been 
published In a bulletin, "lltiral Com- 
munity Building* In the I'nlted 
Statea," which can be had by address- 
ing a request to the I'nlted Stntea I>e- 
partment of Agriculture, Washington. 

The majority of the structures visit- 
ed were erected by popular aubacrlp- 
tlon or by the sale of stuck tn a com- 
munity organization. In some case* 
the projects were financed by local 
manufacturing MUM Other build- 
ing* were the gifts of public-spirited 



Individuals. A few were erected by 
public funds rnl«ed through taxation 
or the sale of bond*. In nil cases the 
structures are the centers of a great 
vtirlety of wholesome activities such 
as Mt*mm without central meet- 
ing places cann t enjoy. One evening 
a building iiiay be used fur a basket- 
ball game, the next night for a neigh- 
borhood dunce. Inter In the week for 
a political gathering, antl on Sunday 
fiar union church service* or union 
Sunday school. Any rural or semi- 
rural district Interested In erecting a 
clubhouse — whether It Is to cost $2,-

In either case, the 
dairyman loses the price if the 
milk and the country loses that 
much pood food.

Keep the milk 
clean and cool. Sterilize all the 
utensils. If you cannot Rot ice, use 
the coldest water available in the 
tanks in which the cans of milk are 
kept. If steam is not available, do 
(he best you can with boiling water.

The iron and mineral salts found 
in vegetable* are Nature's ideal form 
of these \ital elements for assimi- 
IgtiM by little bodies. They will I 
be easily taken into the system, | 
whereas the forms furnished by 
Ihe drug store often are eliminated 
practically as taken in. These "leaf 
vegetables are also bulk foods which 
supply little bodies with insoluble 
ci llulose— the main source of tho 
mas* of matter needed by the in- 
t< stun s to facilitate the elimination 
• r wa*le and keep the bowels mov- 
ing regularly. 

Vegetables should always be eaten 
wilh the water in which they aro 
cooked, so as to utilize the valuable 
miner*! salt* which aro soluble 
in water and are lost entirely if 
the water is discarded.

The Robinson Hospital (inc. I and Training 
School for Nurses, at Berea, Ky.. offers a three 
years' course of instruction which lends to jjradua 
tion.
